Acts 4:23-31 



On their release, Peter and John went back to their own people and reported all that the 
chief priests and elders had said to them . 24 When they heard this, they raised their voices 
together in prayer to God. "Sovereign Lord, " they said, "you made the heaven and the earth 
and the sea, and everything in them . 25 You spoke by the Holy Spirit through the mouth of 
your servant, our father David: '"Why do the nations rage and the peoples plot in vain ? 26 
The kings of the earth take their stand and the rulers gather together against the Lord and 
against his Anointed One. t27 Indeed Herod and Pontius Pilate met together with the Gentiles 
and the people of Israel in this city to conspire against your holy servant Jesus, whom you 
anointed .

Jesus returned to Galilee in the power of the Spirit, and news about him spread through the 
whole countryside . 15 He taught in their synagogues, and everyone praised him . 16 He went to 
Nazareth, where he had been brought up, and on the Sabbath day he went into the 
synagogue, as was his custom. And he stood up to read . 17 The scroll of the prophet Isaiah 
was handed to him.

He has sent 
me to proclaim freedom for the prisoners and recovery of sight for the blind, to release the

on him, 21 and he began by saying to them, "Today this scripture is fulfilled in your hearing. "
